Of these all but a ha'f-doaen are on
this continent, and most of them are
in the United States. The first eight
highest voltage systems are running in
the United States. They are located at
Los Angeles. San Bernardino and Cor¬
delia, Cal.; Battle Creek. M eh.. Salt
Lake City; Butler, Pa.; Nashville, Tenn.,
and .Milbury. Mass.
The voltage of these p!ants ranges

from 120.000 to 150.0»H) They are fol¬
lowed on the list by the Inawashiro
Hydroelectric Power Company, a Japa
nese plant, having a voltage of 115/100
and operating at Tokio.
